FACTUAL BACKGROUND 



1) A Filing Receipt and Notice to File Corrected Application Papers was mailed 
by the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office on May 22, 2001 , with a due date for 
substitute drawings in compliance with 37 C.F.R. 1.84 (corrected margins) 
identified on the Notice as TWO MONTHS = July 22, 2001 (copy enclosed).
